Galveston Official Adheres to the Belief That the Dead 
Will Number 5000. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

GATL.VESTON, Sept. 14.—Startling indeed 
were the developments today. The chair- 
man of the committee appointed to visit 
Austin and personally describe the situation 
in Galveston to Gov. Sayers, told me that he 
estimated the property loss here at $40,000,- 
000, or almost twice as much as any estimate 
heretofore given. 

Three of the leading men of Galveston 
lefc late this afternoon for Austin*to confer 
with Gov. Sayers regarding the situation 
here. They were Maj. J. D. Skinner, com- 
mission merchant and acting 
the Cotton Exchange; Thomas Goree, treas- 
urer of the Texas Land and Lumber Co., 
and Frank M Spencer, a prominent corpor- 
Alion atiorney. These gentlemen were ap- 
pointed to act as spokesmen for Galveston 
in her dire straits. The relief committee 
had received a telegram from Gov. Sayers 
asking that a delegation of citizens be sent 
t) him at Austin to describe conditions as 
they really were. 

Just prior to their departure I asked them 
for statements giving their estimates of 
the losses to life and property, and their 
Opinions as to the situation. 

“I think that 5000 pe opie or more were lost 
in Galveston proper,’ said Maj. Skinner.

“The loss was much greater when the ter7i- 
tory adjacent to the city limits is taken into 
consideration.

INCIDENTS OF HEROISM; 
FREAKS OF THE STORM 


Pathetic Stories of Courage and Suffering Told of Many 
of Galveston People. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 13.—When the 
Storm began the brave sisters of the or- | 
phan asylum gathered their frightened lit- 
tle broods together to die or be saved, as- 
fate willed it. The children were divided 
into bunches and tied to each other with 
ropes. Then to each bunch a sister with 
heroic determination linked herself by a’ 
double rope. 

There the little band stood while the wind 
and waves screamed about them. Each Sis- 
ter held a crucifix, each child a string of | 
beads. They did not have to wait long. A 
mighty rush of water all but swept the | 
asylum into splinters. Ninety-nine good 
sisters and their charges went to deatna. 
Two of these bunches were found under 
the wreckage today. In each, case eight 
children had been fastened together and 
with each bunch was the dead sister. 


WHAT TWO WOMEN DID. 


Mrs. Bergman, wife of Manager Herg- 
man of the Houston Opera House, was 
Summering in a cottage on Rosenberg ave- 
nue, two blocks from the beach. At 10 
o'clock last Saturday night the water was 
up about three feet and she donned a 
bathing suit and proceeded to the Oiympia 
Theater to talk over the long distunce 
rhone to her husband at Houston. At the 
Olympia she was waist deep in water. 

At 2 o'clock the water about the house 
Was 80 deep that she became alarmed, and, 
in bathing suits, she and her sister left 
the cottage they occupied. The neighbors 
living in the next house, old residents, 
Jaughed at’ them. But of that family of 
fifteen only three were saved, and these be- 
cnu'ise they were downtown. 

Mrs. Bergman and her sister started for 
the central telephone office, the water be- 
ing breast deep. Both are expert swim- 
mers, and they buffeted the winds and 
waves for several blocks. 

Finally they spied a negro with a dray. 
They chartered him for $2 to take them to 
the central telephone station. After pro- 
ceeding two blocks the mule was drowned 
and all were washed off the dray, the negro 

ing lost. 

Mrs. Bergman and her sister, by wading 
and swimming, reached the telephone sta- 
tion and found refuge until the firemen 
commenced to bring dead bodies into the 
building. Then they concluded to go to 
Belton’s livery stable, where Mr. Bergman 
kept his horses, 

Thie was the hardest part of the trip, 
although the distance was only 600 yards. 
it was in the heaft of the city and glass, 
bricks, slate and he Bo flew in showers. 
At Belton'’s they temained until next morn- 
ing. 

At 6 o'clock Sunday morning, the storm 
‘having abated, they started back tw their 
home. Not a vestige of it or of the houses 
for blocks were left. A hitching post alone 
marked the spot. Going back they encoun- 
tered scores of dead bodies and met men, 
women and children, maimed and bieeding, 
homeless and bereft of family. 

it was an awfyi night and day they put 
in, with nothing on but bathing ~uits and 
nothing to eat. Passing a store they say 
the plate glass windows broken and the 
floor awash with goods. Taking some of 
these and procuring scissors at the stale, 
and needles and thread, they soon itipro- 
vised gowns.

The Mallory steamship Alamo must have 
gone about the same time with the Red 
Cross, for it is jammed up against it, hav- 
ing been carried a full half mile into shoal 
water. The Red Cross and the Alamo can 
probably be floated. 

The British steamship Taunton was e¢ar- 
ried in a northeasterly direction up the east 
bay. It is seven or eight miles from Gal- 
veston and in very shallow water. It is 
likely to remain where it is. 

Two other steamers are stranded near 
Pelican Spit, in the bay. They can be 
floated. These steamers took directions va- 
rying from almost west around to tae nort), 
and to the northeast, showing how the 
wind must have varied at the different

GEN. SCURRY 1S IN COMMAND! 


For a Time There Was a Conflict of 
Authority, but Now Order 
Is Restored. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 14.—A conflict 
of authority, due to a misunderstanding, 
precipitated a temporary disorganization of 
the policing of the city yesterday. It seems 
that when Gen. Scurry, adjutant-general 
of the Texas Volunteer Guard, arrived in 
the city with about 200 militia from Hous- 
ton. he ‘conferred with the chief of police 
as to the plans for preserving law and or- 
der. An order was issued by the chief of 
police to the, effect that the soldiers should 
arrest all persons found carrying arms un- 
less they showed a written order signed by 
the chief of police or mayor giving them 
permission to go armed. The result was 
that about 50 citizens wearing deputy sher- 
iff badges were arrested by the soldiers and 
taken to police headquarters. The soldiers 
had no way of Knowing by what authority 
the men were acting with these badges and 
would listen to no excuses. After a hurried 
conference betweén Gen. Scurry and Sher- 
iff Thomas it was decided that all deputy 
sheriffs and all persons appointed as special 
officers shall be permitted to carry 
and pass in and out of the guard lines. The 
deputy sheriffs and special and regular po- 
lice now police the city during the daytime 
and the militia take charge of the city at 
night.

Hanged to Trees by a Mob 
in Mississippi. 


STORMED THE JAIL AT TUNICA. 


THE VICTIMS HAD MURDERED 
WHITE MEN. 


Lynching a Climax to the Intense Feel- 
ing Against Negro Desperadoes 
in That State. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 14.—A mob of be- 
tween 60 and 100 men broke into the jail at 
Tunica, Miss., this morning between 1 and 
2 o'clock, and took out three negroes, who 
were strung up to a tree within 100 yards 
of the jail. 

The dead negroes are Frank Brown, who 
shot Frank Cheshire, a prosperous: planter 
at Oak Landing, about six months ago; 
David Moore, who shot Dan Bosewell ten 
days ago. and William Brown, who, to- 
gether with confederates, shot and cut to 
death a young white man named Tuck at 
State Levee about a month ago. 

All three were hung to one tree and not 
a shot was fired into their bodies. 

lt was a well organized and orderly mob, 
and most of the members wore masks. The 
bodies were allowed to hang to the tree

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MIR BRAKES FAILED 


WABASH PASSENGER STRUCK A 
BUMPING POST. 


FRIGHT ALONG THE MIDWAY. 


But the Alarm Was Unnecessary as 
No Damage Was Done Except 
to the Post. 


Passengers of Wabash train No. 23 from 
Chicago thought for a few seconds Friday 
that they were in a disastrous colliston in 
the train shed at Union Btation. 

The train could not be brought to a stand 
at its usual place, but persisted in ramming 
against the bumping post on track 7, which 
is placed there just to prevent obstreperous 
trains from backing into the Midway. 

The cause of the accident was the failure 
of the air brakes to operate at the proper 
time. The train was backing at the rate of 
35 miles an hour, but, if the brakes had been 
in order, it could have been stopped eusily. 
When it was 15 feet from the bumping post, 
the brakeman in charge of the air tubes, 
seeing they were out of order, leaped on the 
lplatform and gave a signal to the engineer 
0 reverse his engine. 

This was dorie immediately, but not before 
the post had been struck. The noise of the 
leollision was heard throughout the station 
and caused excitement. 

The women on the train screamed and the 
men braced themselves for additional 
elhocks. When they learned the trouble was 
over, they laughed at their unnecessary 
alarm. 

The bumping post was wrecked and the 
track was broken and strained in several 
places. 

A section of the asphalt pavement was 
destroyed. The damage to the train was

PRINCE CHING ON KRUGER RESIGNS 


THE PRESIDENCY 


Announcement Is Officially 
Made by Lord Roberts. 


‘GEN. BOTHA ALSO RETIRED. 


LORD ROBERTS ISSUES A VIGOR- 
OUS PROCLAMATION. 


Tells Burghers Struggle Is Hopeless, 
15,000 of Them’ Are Prisoners 
of War and They Can Hope 
for No Intervention. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—The following dis- 
patch has been received at the war office 
lord Roberts: 

‘Machadodorp, Thursday, Sept. 13.—Kru- 
ger has fled to Lourenzo Marques and Botha 
has been obliged to give over the command 
of the army, temporarily, to Viljoen, 
on account of ill-heaith. In consequence of 
this, I have circulated a proclamation as 
follows: 

‘The late President Kruger, with Reitz 
and the archives of the South African Re- 
public, has crosse(l the Portuguese frontier 
and arrived at Lourenzo Marques with the 
view of sailing for Europe at an early date. 
Kruger has tormaily resigned the position 
which he heid as President of the South 
African Republic, thus severing his official 
connection with the Transvaal.

DURING WINTER 


Residence Alleyways to Be 
in Darkness. 


NO FUNDS TO PAY FOR IT. 


BIG DEFICIENCY COMING IN AP- 
PROPRIATION.

When Welsbach Mantles Are Placed 
the Alley Lighting Will Ee 
Stopped, as There Is No 
More Money. 


St. Louis will have no alley lighting of @fty 
kind the coming winter so far as the resi- 
dence district of the city Is concerned. 

Supervisor of City Lighting O'Reilly now 
ennounces that the funds which will be 
available for lighting purposes from the 
present time to April 1, 1901, will fall con 
siderably short of providing for street light- 
ing, and that the Installation of lamps = 
the alleys is out of the question. 

When the present plan of electric lighting 
for the business district of the city and gas 
mantle lighting for the residence district 
was devised, it was the plan to have the 
alleys in each district lighted in the same 
manner as the streets. This is now being 
done in the business district, where incane- 
descent lamps light the allgys nightly, but 
it will be a long while before any mantle 
lamps will be placed in the alleys .of the 
residence district. 

The Laclede Gaslight Co., which until 
Sept. 1 held the contract for lighting tne 
city north of Washington avenue, is keep- 
ing the alley lamps burning as a rolief 
measure in neighborhoods which are other- 
wise dark, but when the mantle lamps are 
installed on the streets this service will 
cease and the alleys will be dark. 

The shortage in funds for lighting, which 
will cause the city to run behind after pay- 
ing for the fractional service which the 
Welsbach company is now rendering, is due 
to a miscalculation on the part of t e ways 
and means committee of the Council in 
‘making up the Carroll appropriation Dill. 
The committee took as the basis of its estl- 
mate the terms of the city's oo pes t with 


the Kern Gaslight Co:, which hac n an- 
nuiled some time before. This Amount was 


had later contracted to pay the Welsbac 
company for taking up the work on which 
the Kern company had “fallen down.” 

If the Welsbach company had furnished a 
complete service from Sept. 1 the deficit in 
the lighting funds for the fiscal year would 
be a heavy one and Supervisor O'Reilly 
says that even with the present rtial 
serviee on the residence streets and with 
the utter absence of alley li “oo a deficit 
will appear at the end of the

ANTHRACITE COAL ADVANCE 


Fifty Cents a Ton Additional the First 
Effect of the Order on Coal 
Miners to Strike. 


Anthracite coal advanced in price through- 
out the city Friday morning from $6.75 to 
$7.25 per ton. It will go higher, local deal- 
ers admit, should the Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite coal miners strike Monday, as they 
have been ordered to do. 

Discussing the effect that such a strike 
would have on St. Louis, President Edward 
Devoy of the Devoy & Feuerborn Coal Co. 
said to the Post-Dispatch Friday: 

‘‘Nearly all the locai coal dealers have 
more orders on their books for anthracite 
coal right now than they can fill. Should 
the miners go out, the natural result will 
be for the local dealers to protect their 
supply—which would mean an increase in 
price. 

‘But the danger from such a strike is not 
a® serious in St. Louis as some people think. 
St. Louis burns annually only about 225,000 
tons of anthracite coal, as against two mill- 
lion tons of seft coal. The larger por.ion 
of the public does not burn anthractif{e coai. 

‘Resides, there are about 100,000 tons of 
anthracite here now. And, further, it. will 
be six or eight weeks before fires will be- 
come generally necessary.

S. W. COBB ORDERS FUNERAL. 


Body of the Gallant Old Ex-Confed- 
erate Soldier Will Rest in the 
Wesleyan Cemetery. 


Virginians In St. Louis will give a sult- 
able burial to the remains of Col. H. FE. 
Peyton, the gallant old Confederate 
dier, who died at the City Hospital Friday. 

Ex-Congressman Seth W. Cobb, a son of 
the Old Dominion, called at the City Hos- 
pital Friday morning and notified Or. Nie- 
tert, the superintendent, that he would ar- 
range for the interment of Col. Peytons 
remains. Later Undertaker M. H. Alexan- 
der, another native of Virginia, offcred to 
give the remains a proper burial. 

Dr. Nietert suggested that he confer with 
Mr. Cobb. Mr. Alexander -lid so and found 
that the former had already arranged with 
the Wagoner Undertaking Co. to inter the 
remains in the Wesleyan Cemetery, on the 
Olive street road. — 

“I didn’t know Col. Peyton,’ Alexandcr 
remarked to Mr. Cobb, “but in my county 
(Augusta) there are plenty of Peytons and 
Suppose is related to them. I was 
willing to bury him, though, as soon as I 
read that he was a Virginian. I could not 
see a Virginian buried as a pauper. 

‘Nor I,"’ answered the ex-congressman, 
“even though I didn’t know him. But 1 
knew Col. Peyton slightly. He had called 
on me since coming to St. Louis and I 
know that he was all that the documents 
in his pockets declare him to have been.”’ 
Col. Peyton was an aide on Gen. Robert 
Em, Lee's staff during the civil war. Later 
he was executive secretary of the United 
States Senate. More recently he lived in 
Texas, whence he came here in search of 
employment. He was found unconscious at 
Seventh and Pine streets, Wednesday, and 
sent to the City Hospital. He never re- 
vived. Atter his death, papers in his pock- 
ets revealed his former prominence.
